I commented that this was comparable to 
our use of General Bull and Admiral Bieri on the Board of National Estimates. 
General Shortt also inquired as to our use of external research and our use 
of consultants and we outlined the facts on these points. Following this 
meeting I indicated to General Shortt the wish to have a more extended talk 
with him and suggested that we try to have dinner together some time next 
week, if that suited his schedule. General Shortt indicated that, if 
necessary, he would stay over for an additional day. I later indicated to
